Good eating habits are some of 
ive most important lessons our ba­ 
ilies will ever It mn 
So much of 
their development, both physical arui 
• ocial, hinges on these lessons, that 
ii ;s worth any amount of effort to 
'each them well Not only does tho 
toed they eat build our babies 
oodles, bul how they eat may some­ 
times shape their lives 
Eating is 
something most of our babies arc 
going to do with a fair.degree of 
regularity for many \ ears to come 
Every day, at least three times a 
day, they are going to eat some kind 
'I meal 
They will eat at home; 
they will eat at drive-ins, at res­ 
taurants, and hotels They will en­ 
tertain at mealtime and he enter­ 
tained in turn 
They will conduct 
ocial, business, and political mat­ 
ters over meals Eating is going to 
ne so important to our children all 
their Jives that it is worth any 
..mount of trouble to teach them how 
Infancy is the time to lay the 
foundation of good eating habits 
Of course*, our children will pick up 
a few refinements later They will 
barn to relish all manner of strange 
ioods put before them, and to be­ 
come adept ai pleasant table talk 
But the chances are, that unless 
they are taught the rudiments of all 
these things in infancy, few chil­ 
dren are likely to pick them up 
easily in later life. 
Of course, the lessons that can be 
taught in infancy are very, very 
simple In the first place, babies do 
not naturally know how to eat Just 
as they must be spanked to draw 
their first breath, so they must be 
induced to swallow their first food 
It is imoortant, once our babies have 
learned to eat at all, that they like 
their food and cat it with good gusto 
—that they eat all the food that is 
put before them and relish a wide 
v ariety -th at they eat according to 
a regular schedule and manage the 
simplest mechanics of good eating 
•with some skill 
Now all of this 
cannot be learned at once, 
Ii may 
take years of training before most 
of these habits are acquired 
But 
there are many tilings we parents 
car. do to encourage the de velopment 
ot tn.se habits from the star:

During this period 
you w ii have very little oppor - 
I unity to do much about your baby* 
feeding habits beyond teaching him 
lo eat according to a regular time 
schedule Along toward the fourth 
or fifth month, however, when your 
physician will probably advise you 
to add strained foods to your baby's 
diet, your first real opportunities to 
teach good feeding hah.Is will oc­ 
cur 
In introducing to your baby 
these finely strained foods—vegc- 
tables, fruits, cereals, and soups— 
you can teach many of the proper 
eating habits with which he will go 
tnrough hie 
Now there are several ways 
which good eating habits may 
encouraged One of the simplest and 
most appealing of these is to serve 
baby’s foods attractively Too often 
we adults think the method of serv­ 
ing foods to a baby unimportant, 
when, as a matter of fact, babies 
show a very definite response to at- 
t*active foods A pretty serving of 
fine textured food on a nice plate 
has far more appeal to a child than 
food presented carelessly, and he is 
likely to eat it wnth more enthusiasm. 
Strained foods are perfect from this 
point of view for every one of these 
is appealing both in color and in 
texture 
Each of the strained foods 
is a bright gay color; the natural 
color of fruits and vegetables fresh 
from the garden—peels of a delicate, 
soft green hue—ruddy beets—vel­ 
vety-brown 
prunes—carrots 
of a 
clear, pure orange The fine, smooth 
texture of these foexls is appealing, 
too, for everyone of them has been 
strained with scientific care. 
Serving food in small portions is 
another 
most 
important 
way 
to 
maintain a baby’s interest in hi 
food This, also, is perfectly in lim 
with the techniques of strained food 
feeding, 
for 
you 
will 
introduc 
•trained foexls to your baby in very 
tiny portions anyway Most doctors 
advise starting with just a teaspoon- 
sui of strained foods combined with 
the milk formula, then, in time, 
diminishing the milk and increasing 
the amounts of strained foods gradu­ 
ally Later, when your baby is eating 
a variety of foods, remember that 
this rule is still important, ane! con­ 
tinue serving small portions to whet 
his interest. 
When baby b ready for some va­ 
riety in his meals and several foods 
are served to him on a single plate, 
always arrange them so that the 
foods remain separate, for children 
no more like their foods mixed up 
than adults do. If, from the start, 
you exercise just a little of the care 
and forethought you spend prepar­
